Bur 
as if Fortune had tried to match her own Mutability in 
ot Change which the Adyance toa Crown ſcon wrought 
through her whole Temper and Carriage ; the Anointng 
Drops ſeern'd to have infuſed ſoftrange a Spirit of Armbr- 
tion and Haughtineſs,. that-her former Deareſt Darlwgs 
and Favourites were then thought ſcarce worthy the Ho- 
tour 'of being her Vaſlals, inlomuch that that Univerſal 
Quire that betore had ſo chanted her Prailes,. were Alof 
aſudden ftiruck dumb; whilft the Exaltation,of her Pride, 
with that of her Glory, had infinitely rebated the.edge of 
the late r Veneration, Bur as diſguſt 4 'a5 lo 
haughty a viour ſoon made. her, not only by the 
People, bur the very Courtiers 6f Albion ; Weateto con- 
fider "twas in the Days of her more humble State, and 
entler Charms, that ſhe gain'd the Heart of her Lycogenes 
Tis true, as her Pride became a Fault, however it brought 
ohe Vertye with it, in giving a'Check to her former In- 
clination. to Intrigue ; her ſorfietimes Favgunres ( upon 
her Aſcent to'a Throne )) being now alittle removed toa 
Diſtance unworthy of Graces lo ſublime.

Ambition ; ſhe ſaw many whorn the unkindiieſs, L

to his Intereſt,gaping with expeation of a yChange; 
ſhe was not inſenfible that the momerit of hisDeath would 
provbly be the Eternity of her Ruine, and that at leaft 
er Honour, ifnot her Life, would be endanger'd ; theſe 
Confiderations would vften perplex the Mirid of poor Meſ- 
lins, and would often the current of her Joy even 
in the height of all her Glory.* What 2would ſhe cry,*muft

© thy ſpeedy Reſolutions, remove boldly whatever dare

happy Meſſalins, which were yet heightned afterwards 
by the pernicious Counſels of Count Davils, and Father

this Queen, by Boanerges the High-Prieft, "to promotethe- 
Intereſt of the Pagan Faction m the Kingdom of Albion. 
Theſe two, according to their Inſtruftions, draw firſt z 
Scheme of what they-had to do, and then like crafty: 
Workmen, proceed to the Manner, Time, and Place for 
the execution of their Projects ; they ſoon come toa de- 
termination of the manner of their proceedings, for 
being ſenſible of the main points whereon all the Queens 
Satistation ſeem'd todepend ; to wit, Amour and Relt- 
gion, ( two things ſo relative and reciprocal to each other

The Count was atall flender Man, 
well ſhap'd, black Ey'd, and quick, a large Noſe, bur thin 
Fac'd, facetious in his Diſcourle, and after the Itahan way 
Muſical ; he had been well acquainted with Afeſſalins, 
in Italy, and had without any fignal reaſon to deſpair, 
made ſeveral addreſſes of Love to her ; 'He was defign'd 
and ſent by the High Prieſt Boanerges, to make whatet- 
forts h» could on the well known Inclinatiens of Meſſali- 
na, though he came not ſo well provided but that it was 
generally thought the Queen defray'd even the expence 
of his Courtſhip: Father Pero was to ply the other weak

men to the Cloſet door, went in, and found Meſſaling 
thrown upon a Couch faſt aſleep, wiereupon he {top'd, 
and being about _to withdraw, the Queen awoke, and per- 
ceiving the Count; ſhe ſtarted up 1n {ome {eemingdiſor- 
der : The Count fearing ſhe was dii{plealed to have been 
ſeen in that poſture, was 1n great confuſion whether to. 
ſtay or go, t1il the Queen making uptohim, ſaid, © My 
* Lord, this 15 4 piece of Gallantry in you extraordinary, 
©ro make a Lady wait thus long tor your attendance; 1 
* know nothow-you w1llbe able tgacqui your ielt from 
* the juſtice of my reſentment, of which heretofore you 
f have expreſſed great apprehenſions: The Count was fo 
abaſh'd art this ſhort but ſevere reprimand hat for a grear 
while he could not make any reply ; butat laſt comirg 
to himielf he fell on his Knees and humbly implored her 
Majeſties Pardon, telling her he hop'd her Majeſty was 
not. now to. be conyinc d of his readinels to {erye her 
with theutmoſt facu}ty of his Soul ; that ſhe could not 
be inſenfible that the firſt time he had had the honour ro 
ſee her in her own Country. he had made ſoenire a re- 
fignation of himſelf 2nd h:s interett ro her will and plea- 
fore, that it was not now 1n his power todefign any thing 
repugnant to her ſatisfaction, that he was roo 9D; of 
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her Juſtice, to believe that one unfortunate erfor was + 
bleto blot out the remembrance of a thouſand derhon- 
ſtrations paſt ofthe profound reſpe&t he always _ 
due toher ; that he hop'd his hearty repentance for this, 
would induce her not ofily to confirm his Pardon forthe 
preſent, but ro give um aſſurance of her good will for 
rhe future:The Queen,whoal! this while with the 
fatisfaftion imaginable, had heard the Count thus zealous 
in his Apology for anerrotir, ſhe had reſolved with 2 

rear deal leſs difficulty to have pardoned, ſtretching out 

er hand to the Count, told him roundly that ſhe was 
ſufficenrly ſatisfied of his good inclinations towards het, 
that befides the recommendation of her Kinſman the 
High- Prieft, his own perſonal merit had ſo wrought ori 
her opinioh, as tomake her reſolve to commit a Secret of 
the greareſt importance to her Intereſt, that could be, ts 
his matagement and diſcretion, thar as ſhe did already be- 
lieve the ſincerity of his Proreſtations, fo ſhe doubred the 
neceſlity of her Aﬀairs, wouldin a hrrle time cauſe her 
ro exact his performance : The Count was about to re- 
ply, when Madam Marchioneſs de TomzFo, the Queens 
chief Confiderit, and Father Pedro, were come mro the 
gieniraving Room, and advancing up to the Cloſet, the 
Queen bid them enter, where after the uſual Ceremon} 
they fall into a deep Conſultation ; the matrer before 
thett, was the rneans of advancing the Pagan Intereſt 
throughout Ai5jon, and next the ſatisfaftion of Meſſali- 
na's Ambition, as to her continuance mm the Regen- 
cy in caſe Iycegenes ( which was very much feard ) 
ſhould in a ſhort rime fail ; they were each prepanng 
to deliver their Opinion in this weighty Aﬀarr, when 
news was brought that the King waited for Meſſe- 
lina's Company, ro make a viſic to the Queen Dowager ; 
Meſſalins before ſhe departed, gave them in Charge to 
deliver in Writing to herſelf, within three days, their 
Opinions ſeverally, and ro!d thern that within three 
days more ſhe would have another Conſalt, wherein ſhe 
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hoped they would cometo a final Reſolution : TheQueen 
being gone, thele three fel: ro deliberation on the points 
already propoled ; after a great many Arguments they 
conclude that nothing but the Queens having a Son, 
could in any humane probability ſecure both the Queens 
Fower, and the Grandeur of their Diana and her Temples 
m Albion after thedeath of Lycogenes; for ſuppoſing, fad 
they, (which 1s very much doubted, that Lycogenes live 
to bring in either by Fraud or Arbitrary Power, the Pa- 
gans Religion in his own time, yet the root 1t will take 
will beſo ſlender and ſhallow, that one breath of the next 
Succeſſor (being a Chriſtian) will be able to blaſt it, and 
im the mean nme there will be no proviſion made for 
the Queens ſatisfaction ; and alas ! cries the Marchio- 
nels, the Queen can no more hope for a young Son 
from Lycozenes now, than [ can for a young Set of Teeth 
at threeſcore ; the Count ſmil'd to himſelf at the quaint- 
neſs of the Expreſſion, and as he gueſs'd at what her diſ- 
courſe did rend to, ſo he could not but be glad that ſhe 
had firſt broke the Ice: I preſume, ſaid Father Pedro, 
(addrefling himſelf to the Lady) her Majeſty upon a due 
Conſideration of the Premiſes will no: be offended ar 
what ſhall be propoſed by her Friends in order to her fu- 
tureas well as preſent ſatisfaftion ; and becauſe things of 
this nature may better be imparted to the Queen, by

« This gracious Speech and Condeſcention was received 
with unſpeakable joy by the Connſel , and Father Pedro

ons, Feaſts, and other expreſſions of jay ; and having a- 
gain ſcared himſelf, they immediacely tall clole ro the

preſenrir with all the ſeeming Candour imaginable , he 
was to filence all Diſputesand Conteſts thar might haply 
ariſe upon ir, and to make motions to the Board, to giv*® 
ſuch order concerning her Majeſty, and the Child , as 
ſhould gain a general Approbation and Belief throughour 
the Kingdom, and though there aroſe a Controverſie whe- 
therit were nor fitrer for ſome other Pagan Lords of Al- 
bien co eſpoule this part , yes they ſoon concluded - the

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ability of Pedro, who was better qualify'd to repreſent 
ir in handſom Colours,& conſequently would go down the

being a Man of an hardned Coaſticution , was appointed

remaining, who heing a woman, as is before ſaid, of a 
quick Judgment in Intrigues, and who knew well how to 
manage an [mpoſture of that nature, ir was laid upon her 
with zecrecy and Aſſurance to procure two or three young 
wholſom Women whoſe time of Delivery ſhould critically

joycings and Feaſtings were made by the Kirgs Reſidents 
and Ambaſſadors, eſpecially in Rome and Gazle, as if ic 
were not enough ro impoſe fo great a Villany on rhe whotke 
Kingdom , without enforcing them to prevaricate wich 
the Deiry in their Prayers, and to make Pecririons for 
that which really was rot ; but notwithſtanding all the 
Contrivance and Advice to carry on this Intrigue , the 
People, eſpecially che Chriſtian Novles ard Gertry of 
Albion were mightily ſurpriſed with ſo improbable an Ac> 
cidenrt; and tho by reaſon of an Indiſpofiticn which 
Meſſalina for ſome while before lzy under , the Kings 
weakneſs and other circumſtances, , they could not 
readily free themſelves from a ſuſpicirn of Treachery , 
yet they reſoly'd to bear themſclyes with all mode» 
ratign” 
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ration, and to have a diligent Eye upon Meſſalina and 
all about her ; the firſt real occaſion of diſlike was that 
the Queen did not treat the Chriftian Ladies of Albion, e- 
ſpecially the Princeſs Ph:ladelpia, with that freedom ag 
the joy and pride of fo great a happineſs,it real, would na- 
turally have prompted her toz for the would reſent it high- 
ly if ſhe could but obſerve any of the Chriftiaus making 
the leaſt obſervations of her Breaſts,Belly,her Look, or a- 
ny other Symprom, by which Women in that Condition 
are eaſily diſtinguiſhed ; another great reaſon was, that ſhe 
ſeem*d to ſlight the pretenftons of the Princeſs Artemiſia, 
ſoas there was not the leaſt intimation given her tobe at 
the Queens Labour till within a very few days before ſhe 
was Delivered ; beſides, the Confidence of the Pagan Par. 
ry did ſtrangely ftartle che People, when like Oracles they 
would affirm that of necefliry it muſt be a Prince : 
Fheſe and many other materia] circumlitances made 
the Albioneres talk broadly of the buſineſs ; nor were 
Lycogenes and Meſſalina ignorant of their Sentiments ; 
however having the power abſolutely in their hands,they 
werereſolved to cut that knot which they found impoſſt- 
ble to untie, and fince they had thus far advanced in a bu- 
fineſs of that importance, they reſolv'd to go through & 
bring ir about, tho with a thouſand abſurdities & incohe- 
rences; for beſides the alteration of her Reckoning,which 
proceeded partly from a fear of diſappointment if the 
Woman that came firſt ſhould have brought fortha Girl, 
but chiefly to amuſe the Nobility & Gentry of the Court 
& Kingdom, who would doubrleſs have made it their bu- 
fineſs in behalf of the Princeſs Arterufia & the Kingdom, 
to attend & watch that all things might have been carri- 
ed fairly and aboveboard ; I ſay, befides the alteration 
of her Reckoning ſhe would give out upon every 
turn different places of her pretended Lying-in, 
ſometimes ſhe would give otders for R- d, at 
ether times ſhe would remoye her fancy to H=e _ 
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butin reality St. Faques was the place reſolv'd on, for 
Alba Regalis the whole party difallow'd, becauſe by rea- 
fon of he multitude and concourſe of People that con- 
ſtantly atrend there, ſhe could nor poſſibly have been ſo- 
rivately Delver'd as the intrigue did neceſſarily require z 
fides, there was no convernency for the Child to be 
brought through the Galleries or Lodgings, but in 
the Palace of St. Faques, there was a Seragho and 4 
Moſque adjoyning with abundance of winding by dark 
Chambers, ſecrer Paſſages, Trap-doors and dark Cor» 
ners, where not only one or two of the Wemen were 
with great ſecurity and ſecrecy kept till the time of m_ 
Delivery, but where the Queen might have the Chi 
foiſted into her Bed reeking and hot from the Womb, 
but in the heat of all this intrigue and defign Lycogenes 
was unluckily put in mirid that by the Lawsof Albion the 
reſence of one or more of the Chriſtian Prelates was ta 
at the Birth of every Royal Infant indiſpenſably re- 
quired ; to reſolve this difficulty a Council is immedi- 
xely call'd, and after ſundry Debartes it is concluded, 
that ſome way or other muſt be found to bring all or 
moſt of the Difſenting part into a Premurure, and ſob 
aggravation either to endanger their Lives, or at leaft

herto take a Journey te the Waters of Bajje, 
the Operation of thoſe Waters was manifeſtly. known to 
be contrary to the Princeſs's Diſtemper, they being 
looſening, and ſhe wanting Reftringents ; but herabſence 
was abſolately neceſlaty, _ therefote by any meang 
ty 
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to beobtair'd; the Princeſs according to their wiſhes 
leaves the Court, and they were reſolv'd ro do their buſt 
nefs before her return ;and now all things to a nce 
feem'd to favour the defign, the time preſcrib'd drew 
near, their greateft Adverſaries were remoy'd, the 
Court Party, and Pagan Priefts, with daily Stories and 
Shams were amufing and taking off the atrention of the 
Chriftians ; all rhings ſeem'd ſmooth, and the Critical 
Mitmte was at hand, when news was brought to Meſſali- 
nz. that one of the Women was in Labour, immediately

Born, which with all ſpeed was convey'd to the Dormi- 
tory adjoyning to her B:d-Chamber, in the fame recking 
Circumftances ic was Born in, and having before taken 
care for the condufting of it to the Queens Bed, the A- 
larm isgiven at Aiþz Regli;, that the Queen was in La- 
bour ; Lycogenes had that Morning roſe ſomething earlier 
than ordinary, and had croft over to his own fide on 
todraw off the men with him, and conſequently 
w the Cheat, by leaving as few as poſſible about 
the Queens Apartment ; in the mean time Madamorzel 
deW -— s having before given the Infant a ſmall

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Rraight returning to Bed, the Room immediately fills, 
though none were Summon'd but ſuch as Lycogenes 
thought were afraid to make a doubt or a ſcrutiny into 
the Truth cf it, or thoſe whond Lycogenes had already 
prepar'd to ſwallow and fayour the tmpoſitionzand now 
the pretended Prince being Born, the Pagans of Albion 
begin their Jubilee, Latroon Governor of 1beriz begins to 
double the Perſecution of che Chriftians there, Polydarus 
by « ftrit Allance & LEAGUE with Ly-ogenes, thinks of 
nothing but an Univerſal Monarchy, Ly cogenes doubles 
the fons of hrs Chriftian Subjects, Meſſ«line boaſty 
of the downfal of Herefie, and & perpetual Regency, du- 
ring her Life : The poor Chriſtians, eſpecially the 4/bio- 
nites, though ſomething apprehenfive of rhe Conſequen- 
ces of this Intrigue, were yet by thar conſtant Remarques 
of all Tranſaions fince the Report of Meſſelizs's Con- 
—_—_ ſufficiently ſatisfied of the Fallacy and Cheat, and 

refoly'd on meaſures which they doubted not would in a 
little tume unrayel the whole Myftery.

the Impreſſion of ſome pl » ſhe was thereto 
incired,Cryed paſſionately out, * Make haſte a Dear An- 
conjio,make haſte,the Marques will behere and A”. 
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The Qyeen who had heard her ſpeak thoſe laſt Words, by 
this Time had opened the Curtain, and there diſcovered 
the-Count, raiſed on his Knees between Tomazo's Leggs, 
and 1n a poſture which plainly diſcovered the drift of his 
Intentions ; never were Three Perſons ( for by this Time 
the Marchioneſs had wak'd ) fo ſeverally aſtomiſhed and 
confounded ; the Queen with Shame had ſhewn her Face 
glowing Red, and then with Arger ſtraight grown 
Pale ; the Count though in that awkward Poſture,

Thus 
did ſhe Droll on the r Marchioneſs, till the Gauns 
putting her in mind of the time of the night, they were 
retiring to the Cloſet to converſe, when a Meſſenger from 
Alba Regalis, mes in hafte, ro give an account of an Ex- 
preſs, Lycogenes had receiv'd from the Belgian Lowlands, &- 
ving an account of the Preparations and Defigns of 

Prince Anaximandey, to come and redreſs the Grievances of 
the poor Chriſtians of Albion : the Queen (who was na 
otherwiſe read in the Politicks and Aﬀairs of State, than 
as Father Fedro, the Count, or ſome other of her Prieſts up- 
on particular occaſions had inflrued her ) wasnot at firſt 
ſo apprehenſive of the danger as the Coun:, who was ſo 
vehemently ſtartled at the News, that without any more 
Complement than Bowing to the Queen, he deſrends and 
takes Coach for Alba Regalis ; where he was no ſooner ar- 
rived, but he found the whole Court Alarm'd;' and Lyce- 
genes inSolemn Council was gone to debate the Buſineſs :

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Fight comes to Council, tells them his apprehenſions of 
Anaximanidtrs Deſign, requires their beſt and ſpeedy Ad- 
pr in mind of all the Breaches he had made 
in Laws for their ſakes; and that now, without 
ſpeedy Aſfiſtance,he was likely to beruin'd,and the Pagans 
throughout A!þion to be utterly loft. Such creadtul 
words as thele, and coming from a Prince that had been 
1m every Panegyrick cry'd up and applauded for his Con- 
Rancy of Mind, and Invincible Courage, did ſo amaze and 
rerrife is Counſellors,that they could not in a long time 
et their hearts on any ſerious Conſultation ;ſome of them 
withdrew, then in again ; preſently others that had been 
abſent, came poſting to underſtand and enquire into the 
Bufineſs ; fome would relate 1t as terrible as their Fears, 
and repreſent the numbers of the Princes Ships and Men 
double ;; here you ſhould ſee a haughty ſhff-necked Prieft, 
come humbly fawning toa Chriſtian Noble, as if confefl- 
fing paſt Miſcarriages and Crimes,he wiſh'd for good Con- 
ditions: Some would be packing up their Goods and Trea- 
{ure, their guilty boding Conliciences fore-telling their 
forcd Flight and Ruine: Burt Pedro and Poljorchetes, the 
Chancellour, who were ſenfible they were likely to ſhare 
theſum and ſubſtance of all unhappy Revolutions, thought 
it now no longer time to dally, or ſpend the precious Mi- 
nutes In ufelets idle Fears, but to apply the moſt healing 
Medicines, that the preſent bleeding Wound would bear ; 
and accordingly perſwade Lyjcozenes to re-call teveral 
Edicts, that by their inſtigation and counſel had been pro- 
mulg'd againſt the Inter and Satety of his Chriſtian Sub- 
jets: And Father Pedro calling a Convocation of his Infe- 
riour. Prieſts, makes them <:{rcbe and im ditguſe ro 
_ among the Chriſtian Aſſzmbiizs, in the Forum, 
Por e, Tempkes,and other prblick Meeting-places, & there 
ith canfidence co utter falſe Reports,ro lefſeri the ſtreneth 
bf Anaximaider,no cry up the mulerizs of a Civil War, to 
extol the Loyalty of the Kitg's Chriſtian Snbjects,ro'make 
compariſon between young Perkins Expedinon,8: _ and 
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thence to conclude poſitively of the like ſucceſs :The Court 
party alſo of Renegado Chriſtian Divines,were ordered t@ 
Preach upthe neceſſiry of Obedience and Loyalty,to with» 
ſtand the Prince 1 his Atrempts,& to brand his Expedition 
with the horrible Title of Invaſion. Theſe, and many other 
Arts were uſed to take off the edge of Anaximarders word 
ſometimes they'd brand his Royal Perſon with baſe ad 
ignominious Names; other times they would think to ter- 
rifie the Rebels (as they would call all that ſhould affift 
him) with the Exemplary Puniſhments, inflicted by the 
Chancellour Polyorchetes, in his bloody Weſtern Came 
þ4igne : Fur all would not do, the Chriſtians knew the 
Pagan Punick Faith, as well as Inhumane Cruelty, they 
ſaw their Laws, their Libertics, and Livesat Stake ; and 
that now was the only time to affert and recover them 
the Pagan Prieſts had ofren mock'd the King out of his 
moſt Solemn promiſes, and Meſſaline had endeavoured ta 
entail their Slavery upon them to all Pofterity. Nothing 
therefore could ſtagger their former Reſolutions, bur hke 
the Adder, they wereDeaf ro all their trea-herousCharms, 
and falſe Infinuations: Notwithſtanding, M:(ſaline's daunt- 
lets Pride could not 'rill the Princes Landmg ſtoop to the 
apprehenfion of any material Darger ; ſhed oftenchalk 
out time and place to ſee the fond weak Prince broughe 

bound to Tromovant ; She'd Laugh and Jeer at bis few puny 

Forces,and would in everyTableTalk defeat his whole Bat- 
talions ; ſometimes She'd call her -Melancholy Lover, 
whoſe deeper apprehenfions, now had changed his uſual 
Mirth ; ſometimes, I fay, She'd call imrto her, and re- 
proach his needleſs Fears : hat ? would She fay, Can Da- 
vila ſuſpeft or fear, when Meſſalina's Heart i free? Can thy 

fo muc'> applauded Courage fteop to what a poor weak Womens 

Soul can ſtand? Stard did I (ay ? By all that's good, this Hand 

Jai bew the Neck of that poor Spirited Primer, that weak pre- 

funpracys Wretch, that dare Invade my Husbands lofty Crown : 

What, my Dear Davila, canſt thou l:1ment > Haſt thou a Dia- 
dem to looſe, a "Throne v0 be. pui'd down, Subjeifs and 
| Q Slaves 
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Sleves t6 be defiroged Lefore thy Face > Theſe may create 4 Mo- 
narchs doubts and fears: What then ſhould thy Eyes ſwell with 
needleſs Tears > Remit, remit, alas, thy uſeleſs apprehenfions ! I 
ſure am the Center of thy Thoughts : In me thy utmoſt Wiſhes are 
determined ; while then I fland ſecure, What need'ft thou fear ? 
Cheer up, chear up, my dear lov'd Count ; let ws not ul our 
preſent happy Minut2s, for vain weak doubts of future Cares and 
Sorrows. 

TheCount both wondred & rejoyced at the great Heroick 
Heart of his beloved Royal Miſtreſs ; ind tho' he knew,and 
was perfectly ſenfible thar her words were rather the effect 
of her dauntleſs Spirit, than of a ſolid Conſideration ; yet 
he ſaw ſo much Love expreſs'd in her frequent concern- 
ment for him, that he could not but in commonGrartitude 
and Honour, make her the tame, or ſuitable returns : he 
therefore told her Majeſty, That his apprehenſion of being 
ſeparated from her, was without doubt, a ſenſible affliction 
to him ; but above all he deplor'd his great unhappineſs, in 
not being able to afford more than his own perlonal aſli(- 
tance, to repel her own, and their great Prophet's Ene- 
mies ; that he cordially wiſh'd the Prince Anaximauder's un- 
dertakings might prove as frivolous and ineffectual, as ſhe 
had declared them; that his great care of herMajeſty's Safe-

in a good and pious Cauſe, had incurred the wickedMalice 
of his rebellious Subjefts ; and that if his Aﬀairs ( which 
Heaven forbid ) ſhould happen to fail, it would be the to- 
ral ruine and deſtruQtion of hisLife and happineſs, to think 
ſhe ſhould fall into theHands of herEnemies,or be lef{:n'd 
in her Forcune or high Station ; that therefore it was his 
humble and hearty requeſt, that ſhe would ſuffer himſelf, 
and ſome other ſele& Friends, to conſult and lay before

her ſuch meaſures for the ſecurity of herPerſon & Honour 
as ſhonld appear to be moſt convenient; that providing a- 
gainft che worſt, would beno hindrance ofher injoyment of 
the beſt;but above all,that ſhe would give him her reſolutt- 
on & firm promile to lerhim{elf accompany and wair on her 
in all, and every misfortune that poſſibly could befal her, 
Meſſalina was raviſh'd with this ſo zealous and render demon- 
ſtration of her Dear Counts Love, and in a loving tranſport 
carching his Hand and Arm, ſhe pull'd himto her on a Couch 
whereon ſhe fare, where wich unſpeakable Raptures ſhe would 
Circle her Snowy Arms & Hands about his Neck and Waſte ; 
Oh! how ſhe'd ſuck his Amorcus ruddy Lips and Cheeks,and 
with her Balmy melcing Hand firoke and prefs,and play with 
his Minly Neck and Face. © Oh !couldſt thou think,dear cruel 
*Hearr, faid ſhe,thar e're my panting Soul could yield to part 
* wich thee, the deareſt, bleſt Fountain of irs joy 3 Forrune, 1n- 
* deed with rude or impartial hands may catch and graſp my 
* ſhaken, tottering Crown, but ſure my Heart and Will are ftill 
* my own, and being mine, who dare pretend toſtopor claim 
* whatI reſolve to ſhare,to give,ro keep for only thee? No,no, 
* my Life, my Darile,continued ſhe ; * If Fate or curſt incon- 
* ftant Fortune have decreed my ſeparation from this Ill-bred 
* Iſle,thou like my better Genius ſhalc atrend me,thou like my 
* happy Star ſhalt lead the way ; where-e're we come well be 
* each others Heaven, and inthy Boſom will I placemy Land 
© of joy and reſt. With theſe laſt words they fell rogether on 
the Couch, and tir'd with bufie Love and Rapture, ſoon drope 
Into 2 gentle ſlumber. Faithful Tomaſo, in the mean time was 
hovering about the Out- guards to prevent ſurprize,and to d- 
vert the acceſs of any ſuſpitious Perſons : She had waited half 
28 hour or lictle more,when comes a Meſſenger from King Ly- 
cogents to Meſſalins,which brought accounr,the Prince ewas now 
at Sea, and with a numerous Fleet was making all the Sail he 
could for Athion: the Marckioneſs receives the M all 
in tears repairs with open Mouth to the Queens Cloſet; the 
Queen wakivg abruptly at EI ſtars up, and 
3 whh 
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with a ſudden ſhrick alarms the Count; Anaximander 
comes, dread Soyeraign, cries the Marchioneſs, he comes 
with ſpeed and power, and Swears to unravel all? O 
Mighty Operations ! the Count who had hardly yet 
recovered himſelf, was looking abour when he had 
heard the Marchioneſs declare he was come, and put- 
ing himſelf on his Guard, ſwore he'd Defend his Roy- 
al Miſtreſs to the laſt; Oh! that his ſingle Fare, cries 
— were to be oppos'd to thine : Inipir'd by Love 
my auſpicious Prayers, how wouldit thou cruſh 

his puny Soul. Soon ſhouldſt thou nip theſe daring 
Chriftians hopes, and with one happy blow ſecure 
our Pagan Friends and Intereſt for ever. In the mean 
time Lycogenes in late and early Councels, was ccn- 
triving how to ftop this overflowing current of the 
Princes defigns ; he had obſery'd an unuſual blithneſs im 
all his Chriſtian Nobles Faces, and was ſenſible that the 
Prince An4ximander could not preiume to attack the A4l- 
bioxites,withour very good Incouragement from the Gran- 
: however, with all his induſtry he was not able to 
learn out who were An«ximarder's Abettors in this bold 
defign ; Father Pedro and others of his Antichriftian 
Councel were adviſing him to lay hold on, and ſecure 
all that he could bur 1n the leaft ſuſpect ; but this being 
controverted was found roo Violent, and more than the 
preſent Circumſtances of Aﬀairs could bear ; others ſugge- 
ſting the doubtful Loyalty of the great City of Tromovant, 
"Twas m—_ adviſable to ſecure the Citadel, in ſome 
peculiar hands, and thereby to ſcare that populous 
and Place into ajuſt Obedience : This was found 
and Feazable,and ftraight- a new Commander 1s or- 

in'd, with ſecret orders how to manage things to the 
beſt advantage. In the meantime, rhe Prince Anaximan- 
der fteers away, and withour any lett or hindrance, in a 
few days arrives ſafe ata convenient Haven in the Weſt of 
Albion ; -arid now the Thread of pogr Lycogenes his Fate 
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began to crack, row he could plainly fee the errours of 
his Government, and when it was unhappily too late, 
might Curſe the baſe Jefigns of his perniciou> Cqunſet- 
lors : now Was he forc'd to ſtoop that Glorious Lofty 
Heart, which dayntleſs heretofore had braved the mighti- 
lt force of Eyrgpe. How was he chang'd, alas, from that 
brave Invincible Lycogenes, that (did through Clouds of 
Smoak and Fire, Charge through the Belgian Fleet, and 
with freſh Lawrels Crown'd, return'd in Friumph to his 
joyfull Country : now very little Feſtern breeze that 
heretofore did ſerve to blow and kindle up his flaming 
Courage, like ſome cold Peſtilential Air damps his Mit- 
giving Soul ;z now Poor, . forſaken of himſelf he ſtands, 
Conſcience alone of 1!1s paſt done remains his tireſome 
gueſt: Attend ye curſed Race of wicked Febuſires, ſee 
the Prodigious effects of your Pernicious Conncels, ye 
Cloggs to Crowns, and bane of Power.

The Prince Anaximander no ſooner appear'd with his 
Fleet, but the Chritzans all about the Country flock%d to 
the Shore, and with loud ſhouts and all other demon- 
ſtrations of Joy, welcomed the arrival of their great De- 
liverer : and ſeyeral with Boats ſtock'd with freſh Provi- 
fion put off and diſpers'd them about the Fleet, for the 
refreſhment of the Seamen and Souldiers, and having 
provided before (mall Bridges and other conveniencies 
tor the Landing his Army, and his Carriages, he found 


himſelf in a condition within three days to draw up and 
R muſte 
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muſter his Men, who had by this time heartily recovered 
the Fatigue of their Voyage. Lycopenes in the mean time, 
though very much dejected, had taken care to Levy 
a Gallant Army, and it was oae while thought a very 
doubttul thing, to which, to aſcribe the Victory, Anax:- 
mander had not brought with him above Fourteen Thou- 
{and Horſe and Foot, but thoſe indeed Experienc'd Vete- 
rane Bands, very Compleatly Arm'd ; belides, Lycogenes 
before the Prince landed, had at leait Thirty Thouſand 
well appointed Souldiers, ſo that when he began tho- 
roughly to compute his own ftrength,, and his Enemies 
weakneſs, he thought to take heart, and reſolv'd for the 
greater Incouragement of his Men to appear at the head 
of them himſelf, and withal ſpeed to give his Enemies 
Battle, and hinder their furrher Progreſs into the Country ; 
but alas, while he was flatter'd and amus'd with the 
ſtrengrh and bravery of his own Army, Anaximander 
was muſtering and entertaining the Choice Young Men 
of all the Feftern Country : tor the People conſidering 
thc Cauſe, and that their Liberties and Lives, were now 
their only lait ſtake, they came flocking in ſofait to the 
Prince, that he had in eight days more Subſtanrial choice 
Men than he could handſomely make uſe of ; beſides, the 
Major part of Ljcogenes his Army, being Chriſt;ans, they 
eould nor but be ſenſible that thoſe Swords that they 
ſhould draw againſt their Brethren in the Weſt, would at 
the long run be employ'd againſt their own Throats and 
Lives; and therefore, being already weary of ſubmirting 
their Free-Born Souls to the Bondage and Tyranny of

wicked Crue curſe their unlucky Star, and ſeek in every 
corner for ſome place of refuge: Poor Lycogenes fties in 
confuſion from his diftant Foes, not able to endure even 
the report of their approach : He that like another 
Aerxes (aw himſelf begirt even with a world of Guards, 
now flies bereft almolt of neceſſary Attendance : He no 
ſooner arriv'd at his old Pallace of Aba Regalis, but in 
haſt he calls a Secret and Solemn Council of all his few 
remaining Friends, and after ſuch Debates as the time 
would afford and permit, they reſolve to fend propoſals 
to the Prince, who like a Swelling Tide had now o're 
ſpread the Country ; and the danger being grown be- 
yond recovery, Meſſalina, at laft thinks it high time ro 
prepare for her retirement, and with all ſpeed provide 
for her Security ; the Young Child alſo by the advice of the 
Council was to be nicely taken care of, being likely ro 
prove a very good after Game. The Qeen therefore 
immediatly ſends for rhe Count to a private Couterence, 
who as greedily comes, in hopes to perſwace her to a 
(peedy Flight: Juſt as he'approach'd the Cloſet Door, 
the Queen all in tears get up, and not being able for a 
while toſpeak, leans on his Neck, and after many grow- 
ing Sobs and heavy Sighs, falls Fainting in his Arms : 
never was Lover in ſoſad diſtreſs as was the Count at this 
unhappy accident z call out he dare not, for fear of any 
Suſpition or ill intecpretation of his being with the Queen 
alone; to go and leave her Dying as he thought, his 
Soul could ne're agree to 3 how toatfiſt, what remedy 
to uſe, where to get any thing to apply he knew nor 2 
diſtracted thus he Tore m_ and Rav'd, and Cart 
\ 2 his 
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his misfortune, then would he kneel by the Couch where. 
on he had laid her, and kiſs, and ſigh, and Pray, and call, 
till at laſt the Queen coming to her ſelf open'd her dying 
Eyes, and caſting a Languiſhing look at her Dear Corne, 
who was now in a bitter Agony of Sorrow, and hardly 
able to ſupport his opprefled Spirits, ſhe rais'd her felt: a 
little on the Couch, and in a Sorrowful manner lifring up 
her Hands and Eyes, recounts a freſh the ſum of her 
Misfortunes: All, all, is loſt, Dear Davla, faid ſhe, my 
Hopes, my Peace, my Joy, my Glories, my All. And 
if I have ought left me worth the Thought of Life, it is, 
that I enjoy thy Love. That Coronet's my own, though 
my Crown's loſt, Meſſalina is now driven to the Fatal 
Period of her Grandurein Albion, a ſhock fo diſmal, that 
the Agonies of ſuch a Fall, to fuch Soaring Ambition 
28 Meſſalina's, are only to be conceived by thoſe that feel 
them. In her fit of Deſperation ( for 'twas almoſt come 
tothat) ſhe is Mrs. however of Reaſun enough till to 
provide at leaſt againſt the Worſt of ſhames, and Laſt of 
Miſeries, her falling into her Enemies Hands, the Chriſti- 
ans, a Danger at that Time much threatued ; the uniced 
Murmurs of Albion looking up tono other Fountain, and 
Original of the Woes and Calamities, of the Pitied and 
Deplored Lycegenes, then the Hot Countels, or rather In- 
chantment: ot Meſſalina, and her Pagan Abettors. And 
how heavy the weight of ſuch an Inquz/itzon would fall, 
even her Flatterers are but too ſenhble: Her Flight 
therefore, being now the Plank ſhe has to lay hold 
of to ſcape finking , ſhe prepares a ſmall Diminitive 
Yatch, and hires (command ſhe could not, fo feeble 
is Soveraignty without Hearts) a handful of Select Sea- 
men, all well bribed, and well ſworn, privately, to 
waft her ſafe ro Gothland, the only SanCtuary, ( Such 
Univerfal Enemies had her Politicks pull'd down ) the 

World could yield her, Oh Zeal, Zeal, and Zeal ! what 


Humane Dittreſſes, Miſeries, Ruins are Thine, and Thy | 
only Creation ? —» Nay, is there ſcarce that one Cor» ! 
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Aagration, that ever ſet whole Nations in a Flame, that 
has not been lighted by a Cole from an Altar ? Untor- 
tunate M2/[alina, and deſervedly fo, the late Royal Part- 
ner, tono leſs than Nepeume*s Soveraign, the Oceans Lord, 
and the!ſtill Terror of the World, had not Zea!, Infatu- 
ating, Deſtroying, Derhroning Zeal, blazed our ;3 Poor 
miſguided, deluded, hard-fated Lycogenes ! T his very 
Mein, of all thoſe Floating Caitles, the late attend- 
ing Pageants of her Triumph, all thoſe once Impreg- 
nable Famed Walls of Albion; left Miſtreſs of no more 
than a poor Cock- boat! Inilead of glittering Flaggs,and 
flowing Streamers, uſhered by all the Trizons of the 
Main, and as She paſt, Saluted by all the Ecchoing 
Thunder from the Shoar 3 now to Steal away by Night, 
Skulk like a Fugitive, obſcured by Shades and Coverts ! 
Yes, Delitiny and Zeal have ſo Decreed it ! For Sea 
therefore ( ſuch her Equipment, and ſuch the haſten- 
ing Cauſe that call'd her ) She prepares; and rakes with 
her, her Tomazo, Sunderanaa, Count Dawila, Sebaſtian, 
and Pedro, and ſome others of her Cabinet Friends ; 
the laſt Three only being a little Transformed, by Dif- 
guiſes of Buff, Scarler and Feather, metamorpholed in- 
to down-righr Militants : For indeed her Ecclefiaſtick 
Confidents, eſpecially Father Pedro, were grown fo no. 
toriouſly Infamons, that they durit not trutt themſelves 
in their own Shapes, even with Sworn Hirelings and 
Mercenaries; not Gold it ſelf being ſufficient to pur. 
chaſe Truſt or Safety. The Queen had but very little left, 
to ſaveand carry with her, except her Jewels ; for truly 
in ſpight of all chat good Husbandry, that eminent and 
fingular good Quality in Lvesgemes ; yet what with Stand. 
ing Armies, and no Taxes ( for he neither lov'd or pleas'd 
Senates enough, for any new Donations from them ) 
and from the continual daily Dreine, he received 
from thoſe innumerable Spiritual Horſe-leeches , 
that hung upon his P. r(e-ſtrings, his Exchequer was 
but low. Meſſalina's Jewels therefore, being all the 
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Treafure ſhe could fave 3 thoſe by Father Pedro's par- 
ticular Advice, were committed to the Charge and 
Cuſtody of an Iralian Prieft, recommended to her by 
him, as a Heavenly minded man, a Recluſe from the 
World, and who as a Perſon under a Vow of Poverty, 
of a Character and Profefſion above any Temptation, 
was the only man ſhe could beit repoſe that Truſt in. 
Thus Embarqued, with their beſt Sails ro their ſmall 
Frigat ; witha Fair Wind, and Proſperous Gale, they 
arrive at Gothland : for indeed the juſt Ordaining Pow- 
ers, that had puniſht her with the loſs of a Crown, af- 
ter ſo heavy a Wreck at Land, thought fit to bound 
their Indignation there. 

From her Arrival in Gothland, the Scene begins a little 
to Change : For the Pagans there , with no (mall 
Homage and Adoration, reſound her Welcome. The 
Entertainment ſhe received, as peculiarly influenc'd 
by the Commands of Polydorus, was every where Splen- 
did and Magnificent :. I dare not call it his Bounty, or 
Generoſiry. For truly, all the utmolt Services, Reſpect, 
Obligations, Protections, or Afﬀiſtance 3 and indeed, 
all, and more then Pohydorus has, or can do for Lycogenes, 
or Meſjalma, fo near a part of him ; are but poor and 
faint Rernrns, to compenſate thoſe Miſeries and Suffer- 
ings, in which his own private Leagues and Cabals, and 
the too prevailing Gallick Councels and Meaſures in 
Albion, have imvolved the ruined Lycogenes With a No- 
ble Train of Perſons of the Higheit Quality, and a Band 
of Guards, a truly Royal Retinue, is Meſſaline Conducted 
to the Gothick, Courr ; whilit Polydorus himſelf, with that 
folemn Stare and Grandeur, comes to meet her, and 
Congratulate her Arrival ; paying her all that Humble 
and Profound Reſpect, and Awful Attendance, as if ſhe 
came not from Quitting, but to the poſlefling of a Di- 
adem : So Pompous was her Entry, that ſcarce an An- 
ticque Roman Triumph cold exceed it. And indeed 
ſhe came to Triumph, the very firſt Sally of her Eye, 
| bringing 
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bringing her back no leſs a Trophy, than the Heart of 
Polydorws. To give her her Right, even without Flatteiy 5 
never was Conqueſt ſo Expeditious : No ſooner was the 
very Ligtning ſeen, bur the Bolt had Executed. So Daz- 
ling with her Charms, to the (urpriſcd Polydorws, that he 
rruly dated his intire Vaſſallage, from the firſt Moment 
he ſaw her. His once Adored Dear Veſtal Divinity, or 
his Haughtier Montezana's Charms, were nothing to the 
Influence of Meſſalima : ſo unaccountable is the Archery 
of the Blind God : For Meſſalina had been no Stranger 
to Polyderus : when before her Marriage with Lycegenes, 
in her Travel from her own Ialick Durchy, to the King- 
dom of Albion, ſhe rook the Court of Polydorws in her 
way ; yer, then her Beauties, thongh in their Younger 
Bloom, could be beheld without half the preſent Fatality. 
For, whether his then Regnant Veſtal Mrs. had fo fill'd 
his Soul, as had left no Room for any other Gueſt, or for 
what Reaſonelſe; a common Veneration was all the Ot= 
fering he made her then z when Sighing, Defiring, 
Languiſhing, Dying, whole Hecatombs are all too little 
Sacrifices now. In | Jn ſo Capricious an AſcenCant had 
his preſent Governing Planets, that that very P-.ydorws 
fared for the Dethroning of the Unfortunate Lyccpenes ; 
the fame Matchivilian Part, before Practiſed againſt his 
Crown, muſt now be Acted again!i his Bed. For from 
this Hour, Frien4ſhip, Honour, Hoſpitality, (Obligations 
not the firſt time diſpenſed withal by Polydorw ) and all 
other ries quire cancell'd ; the Pofſeflion of MefJalma, 
though at the price of a Kingdom, is- his whole and 
fole Ambirion. For Meſſalina he Burns, and were her 
Virtue a Book of Ice, ( which for ought he knows it 
may be ); for though indeed he was no Stranger to all 
other her Intrigues and affairs, however in hec Cartain 
Arcana, her Amours, he was no Cabinet Counſellour, 
he reſolves to melt it down; and that ſo far from a 
ſcruple at the Undertaking, that he ſhould account it 
not only the ſweereſt, - but the moſt glorious of all his 
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tchievements. For ſetting all other Conſiderations 
apart, What Pol dorws once but will'd, he could not will 
unjuſtly ; his Ambition was Commitiion'd of his Conſci- 
ence's High Chancellour, whilſt to Defire was to Deter- 
mine ; and whatever but once determined, took the im- 
mediate Stamp of Right and Equity to pals it into an 
irrevocable Decretal ; inſomuch,that the very Dethroning 
ot a God, if oncethought practicable, to deſire it was 
enough to render it juftifiable: 

As there wanted no Magnificence in all her. Enter- 
tainment from her firſt Landing, even before rhe Cap- 
tivity of the enamour'd Polydorus, you may imagine no 
exceſſes of the higheſt ſtudied Gallantry were omitted 
now. The Adored Meſſalina is Lodged in a Pallace fo 
Glorious, as might have fitted rhe Receprion of a fe- 
cond Cleopatra in all her Pride z and which her Antho- 
W, the then Competitor tor Univerſal Empire, and in all 
that Love that loſt him the World for her, could not 
have fucniſh'd our more Rich and Splendid : Nor did 
the Brightneſs and Richneſs of her Pallace confaft only 
in the ourfide Wealth and Beauty of her Shining Beds, 
Embroidered Canopies, the richeſt of Tapiſtries, Ca- 
biners, Scruitors, &c. The unſeen Treaſures, outvy*d 
the glittering Frontiſpiece : - In this Drawer of a 
Cabinet Fourty, *rother Fifty, a Third a. Hund- 
red Thouſand Pieces of Gold-;z a Fourth, Lockets of 
Diamonds, a Fifth, Ropes of Pearl, &c. And all too 
mean 4 Tribute to his Soveraign Meſſalins, And tru- 
ly now we talk of Pearl and Diamonds, her own 
Cargo of Jewels, committed to the true and truſty 
Tralian Prieſt aforeſaid, were under Suſpicion of mif- 
carriage ; both the Treaſyre ard the Treaſurer being 
at preſent Inviſible : We dare not (urmize ſo unkindly, 
that Avarice, or filthy Worldly Lucre, could pre- 
vail upon ſo SanCtify'd a Reclufive from rhe World, un- 
der a particular Vow of Poverty ; and above all, thought 


worthy ( as we told you ) of the peculiar recommenda- 
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tions of Father Pedro, could make Him tardy in ſuch 
a Caſe, But whither, on the more charitable fide, by 
ſome impulſe of Religion he reſerv'd them for Holy and 
Pious Uſes; as to preſent them to the Shrine of the Lor- 
rettian Diana, to implore from her Czxleftial Bene- 
diction, her Albton Majefties Conception of a Duke 
of Eborac, to her Prince of Cambria ; or for any other 
like Dedication to Holy Mother Church, fo it is, thar 
he was no ſooner gotten on Shoar, but modeſt good 
Man, he withdrew, and was never ſeen afterit And 
notwithſtanding Polydorus publiſh'd an Ed &, pro- 
miſing a very ample Reward to that Perſon that ſhould 
find him, and recall the Wanderer : Either his Divine 
Contemplations, and fublimer Meditations, had 
wrapt him above the liſtening to humane and mundane 
Proclamations ; or elſe his Devout Pilgramage had 
carryed him beyond the hearing ot them, ſo that his 
Recallment is utrerly Deſpaired of ; infomuch, that 
unleſs her Albion Majefty be content to take out their 
Price in Dirges for her Soul, *tis rhought for any other 
Reſtiturion or Payment, ſhe now hopes but little. 
Polydoris now begins his japproach to Meſſalina, re- 
ſolving an immediate Vigorous Siege, with all the 
Forces he can bring to lye down before hers Hisdaily 
Viſits, Obſervance, and conſtant Attendance, which 
at firſt carried only the Face of common Gallantry, 
and look'd upon by all Eyes as no other than the Ge- 


nerous Treatment of a Royal Hoſpitality to Greatneſs 
in Diſtreſs, and under his Protection ; aze now both 
by his Looks, Behaviour, and Addreſs, fo Induftri- 
ouſly managed, that Meſſalina ( unleſs ſhe wanted 
Eyes ) muſt find that in the Afſiduous Pohdeorus , 
there was ſomething more than a kind Holt, viz, 
an Adoring-/ Slave. 

The Queen now fully ſatisfied how great a Vaſſal 
her Eyes had won her, begins to conſider the wiſe 
Management of fo important a Conqueſt, Polydorw's 
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Addreſs and Perſonage, even abſtracted from his Im- 
perial Character, and the Luſtre of a Crown, were 
ſuch as always ſtood fair in the Female Eyes, and ren- 
der'd his Heart no diſ-acceptable Preſent to the very 
Proudeſt and moſt di{dainful Beauty, And our Meſ- 
ſalina, who was neither the Coyeſt, or moſt In-ſen- 
fible of her Sex, already felt a Commiſeration about 
her, that told her the Sighs of ſo Royal a Languiſher 
muſt not go unpittied, Time, Aſſiduity, and Ap- 
plication, ſhe plainly foreſaw, would at la{t inevitably 
prevail.* And therefore fancying it no leſs than the Ab- 
ſolute Ordainment of her Fate, ſhe has no farther 
Thought than an intire Refignation to Immutable 
Decree. However, though the Stake muſt art laſt be 
loſt, yet the Playing her Game out Politick , and 
managing her Cards to her beft Advantage, arein her 
own Choice and Power. Yes, that, and that onely 
takes up all the buſineſs of her waking, and indeed 
ſleeping Thoughts. The Terms and Conditions of a 
Surrender 3 What Parley and Capitulations firſt 5 what 
Reſolution and Obftinacy ( for the Victory muſt not 
be Cheap | ſhe mutt hold out with, before the White 
Flag is at laſt to be hung out. Her Meditations on 
this ſubject, had one Evening led her alone from all 
Company into an inner and private Walk of the 
Garden ; when Polydorus, whoſe unreſting Soul had 
led his Body abroad too with much the ſame Contem- 
plations, forrunately meets her. This Opportunity as 
it gave him the Bleſſing of a more private Interview, 
than before he had met, ſo it inſpired him with the 
Courage of making a more ample and particular De- 
claration of his Love, than all his hitherto fainter and 
dittant Addrefles had made. Accordingly throwing 
himſelf at her Feet, in the Tendereft and moſt Paſ- 


fonate Exprefſions ( the never wanted Eloquence of * 
Love ) he told her how intirely the Soul of Polydorws | 
Was Subjected to the Eyes of Meſalina; Nor did he | 
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more heighten the Progreſs of her Victories, & Power 
of her Charms, then the Frailry of them; . that wirth- 
out a Return of Pity his Death was Inevitable, whilft 
his Peace, Happineſs and Lite were ablolutely in her 
Hands. The Queen, whoſe part was now to Play, 
with a ſeeming Amazement, rather than a liſtening Ar- 
tention, gave him the Liberty of finiſhing his whole 
Declaration z when as Wakeing From a Frightfu! 
Dream, or Starting from a diſturbing Viton, Good 
Gods, the cry'd, are not your Quivers empty yet * Have 
ye more Shafts reſerved ftall for the unfortunate Meſla- 
lina ? Is ie not enough that your Perſecuting Powers have 
Raviſht an Empire from me, and Driven me out an 
Exile, a Wanderer of the World 5; but I muſt yet fall 
lower ; low as the moſt abjeft of my Sex, when my Chaſt 
Ears mu#t be Profaned with the Rude Sounds of . Law- 
leſs Love ; Oh) Polydorus, Cruet Polydorus, has Mi- 
ſery and Ruin made the fallen Mefſalina ſo little, ſo 
deſpicably little No, Glorious Madam, ( Patho- 
nately reply'd Polydorus) ſo Great, ſo Dromely Great, 
that the Gods have ſingled you out to Weild their Thun- 
der, whilſt there's not one Bolt of Heaven that ftrikes 
with Fate but Meſſalina's. Oh! Madam, if ever 
Compaſſion, Mercy, Charity, Enter'd the faireſt Temple 
that ever Lodg'd a God , have Pity on the Adoring, 
Kneeling, Dymg Polydorus. My Life, alas, 
my very Soul depends wpon no other Doom but Meſlali- 
na's 3 for af the Deaf, the Cruel, the Inexorable Meſ- 
falina muſt not, cannot, will not Pity me, to Die 1s but 
half the Tribute my Deſpair muſt pay her : The Tranſ- 
ports of a Paſſion like mine are ſuch, that when T loſe 
all Hopes of one kind Smile from Metlalina, ſhe leaves 
me abandoned to that Wild Torrent of unbounded 
Horrours, that leſs then the Abjurmg of Alumanity, the 
Execrating of Providence , and Curſing the very 
Author of my Being, will be the fatal Conſequences of 
my irreſiſtible Deſperatiom 5; a Deſperation ſo hideous, 
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that when I fall a Vittim to her Scorn, will ſhut me 
out at once from Earth and Heaven. Meſſalma, not 
at all Diſpleaſed at fo Paſltonate a Declaration, how- 
ever to continue the Maſye of a molt Rigid and Ob- 
durate Virtue, Reprimands him with all the Severeſt 
Reſentments imaginable , defires him, nay, Con- 
Jures him for ever to ceaſe a Suit ſo Fruitleſs, and a 
Thought ſo Impious, a Language that her never ſha- 


ken Virtue can (o lirtle hear, that rather than live with-| 


in the Air of ſo much Guilt, her wounded Inno- 
cence muſt be forced to fly a Cruel Court. and ſeek a 
a Refuge in ſome kinder and more Hoſpitable Deſart. 
Ab! Madam , reply'd Polydoris, Then you have Decreed 
Mankind muft be undone! Shall Empires, Nations, 
People, have Peace, when T have none ! No Madam, *tis 
reſolv'd that Meſſalina Hate, Seorn, Loath the Unworthy 


Polydorus. Tes, his Deſtruttion, his Irrevocable De- 


Aruttion's Sealed ; and by the Malice of my Stars, the | 
World ſhall Groan as I do. He was once more failing, } 


at her Feet, when a Princely Train of the Nobleit 
Quality of the Gothland Court appearing in the Gar- 
den, interrupted him. He had ſcarce recoverec Rea- 
ſon enough to ſuppreſs the too viſible concern and dif- 
order, that appeared in his Eyes, much leſs the Load 
\ that lay at his Heart, when one of his Generals Ad- 
vancing from the reſt of the Noble Company, threw 
himſelf at his Feet, telling him, He was immediately 
sn Obedience to his Royal Commands, ſetting forward to 
the general Randezvous on the Banks of the Rhine, and 
came in Duty to Receive his farther Commiſſion and Or- 
ders. Commiſſion and Orderz\ Anſwered Polydorus ; 
Why, Burn, Ravage, Ruine, Deftroy ; make Nations 
waſte, and Kengdams Deſolate ; pare neither Age nor 
Sex 3 but above all, where &er thou meetſt that 
loathed deteſted Thing, that calls it ſelf a Chriſtian, 
double thy Fury there, Ban all thoughts of Pity or Re- 
morſe ; be Bloody and be Caftonized : Remember the Chri- 
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ſtian Pride is ſivell'd to Ulceration 3 and 'tis the Glory 
of our Sword to Lancs it. And if thou meetſt a Temple, 
lay the Accurſed Conſecrated Roof in Aſh: ; the God that 
fills it is my Enemy ;, and 'tis but Juſt my Vergeance 
Battail Heavens. If thou mak\ſt Treaties or Caputula- 
tions, my Orders are, you break e'm a'l. Betray and 
Conquer. Heav'n nefer kepe Faith with me, and *tis 
but Reaſon, we the Vicegerents of the G:ds, ſhould Copy 
their own everlaſting Falſhood, and Reign bnmortal 
Infidels like themſelves. Tou have my Orders; to your 
Poſt; Obey and Proſper: The General upon the Kings 
Command, makes his Humble Obeyſance to the King, 
and Retreats, Ruminating with ſome little Surprize on 
the ſeverity of his preſent rough Commiſſion 3 which 
however, on what unknown occaſion that had Tran- 
ſported im into ſuch Veherrence and Bitternets m the 
Expreiling himſelf, he nevertheleſs knew to be the 
true and conſtant Senſe of that great Monarch ; anfl 
all his former Orders', though perhaps ſomething 
gentler and ſofter worded, carried in reality the fame 
Conrents and Mandats ; and accordingly in ail Duty 
prepares to Execute. 

Bur to return to our Polydorus, whoſe Tormenting

and Remocrſele(s to all his Bleeding Sighs, as himſelfto 
a Dying Chriſtians laſt Prayer, he will not quit the 
Siege yet. Accordingly not a day, nor ſcarce an 
hour paſles that he does not Vitit, Courr, Sue, Plead, 
and ſpighr of all Denials, all her Pleas of Virtue and 
Chaſtity, that Mountain Houonr ſha!l not block his 
way. Sometimes he Wooes her with the Promis*d 
Reitauration of her 4!bion, the Re-inſtating her in all 


her former Grandeur ; and if the Crown of Aibzon 
will 
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will not purchaſe a Smile, he'll throw his own in, to 
make up the Sum. In ſhort, No Gallantry, Ad- 
dreſs; no Proteſtations, Vows or Oaths, though nefre 
ſo Extravagant, are wanting to purſue the Coy Dif- 
dainful Meſſalina: till one Morning in her Walk 
in the ſame Gardeny his ſucceſsful Rhetorick prevails ; 
or rather Meſſalzms thinks ſhe has now held out long 
enough to yield with Honour : For after his Repea- 
red Proteitations of the Crowns and Scepters he would 
lay ar her Feet, aud the Vaſſal World he would make 
her Mittreſs of ; He told her, If Mefſalina would 
but Condeſcend to Crown his Love , he would pay his 
Achuwledgment of ſs Divine a Bleſſing, with no leſs 
a Sacrifice then a Hundred Thouſand Chreſtian Lyves. 
A Hundred Thouſand Chriſtian Lives ! my Generous 
Polydorus, replyed Meſſalina; Such Merit, ſuch Tran- 
Scendent Merit! An Offering of that price enough to 
Court a Saint, and Win a Goddeſs. Such Eloquence 
is irrefiitable ; nay, the name of ſuch a Sacrifice ſo 
pleaſed her, that had the ſtrongeſt Bonds of Conſcience 
held her, that fingle Thought had burſt the Feeble 
Manacle 5 and the offering of ſo much Heretick 
{treaming Blood, were {ach an Atonement, as would 
not only expiate but conſecrate the very Sin it elf. 
$o pleaſed and (6 conquer'd, ſhe generouſly tells the 
Ravith'd Polydorus, That ſhe will expett him at 
Veſper-tim*, when ſhe will ſend all her Retinue to 
the Myſque to therr D2votion, and Attend his Company 
mn her Cloſer. 

Polydorus being now Arrived at, the Haven, juſt up- 
on entring to the Inland of Paradice ; the Hour, the 
Place, the Means and Opportunity all aligned for 
the Conſumimating of his Happineſs ; and what height- 
ned the Charm, his Divine Meſſalina her ſelf the ge- 

nerous Deſigner of the whole Scene of Felicity ; the 
Plot, the Introduction and Conduct to this more then 
happy Meeting, {> much her own, that poſſibly, our 
Amorous 
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Amorons Monarch could not conceive more Rapture 
at the Queens Conceffion of her Higheſt Fayours 
themſelves, then at the Endearing management of the 
bleft Minute to beſtow them ; even the Portal ro Hap- 
pineſs being oftentimes with Lovers no leſs Raviſhing, 
then the very Temple of Bliſs, to which ir leads. — 
In ſhort,All things contribating to make him the Hap- 
piett Prince in the World 5; whether a Soul, fo un- 
bounded, as that of Polydorus, whom the Empire of 
the Univerſe (*ris very well known ) would hardly fa- 
tisfie, had the Tranſports of his Paſſion, as exalted 
as thoſe of his Ambition ; and was thereby elevated 
above the Common Height of an ordinary Lovers Ex- 
tafie 3 let ir ſuffice, his Joy, his unexprefſible Joy 
was ſuch, as burnt in his Face, and glowed in his ve- 
ry Eyes ; and the expected Enjoyment of Meſſalina 
was at that Moment a Trophy above all the Conqueſts 
that either his Sword, or his more Victorious GOLD 
even won him, Bur to leave our Royal Lover to all 
his Furious Longings , Impatient Expectings, and 
Reitleſs Burnings , thoſe Amorous crowding Atren- 
dants, that Always make the Leading Cavalcade to 
the Coronation of Love: My Reader muſt be in- 
treated ro interrupt his Expectation of the ſucceſs of 
this Grand Scene of our wo Imperial Inamorato's, 
by the Interpoſing of a little Comical Intrigue of 
Laila, the Cambrian Princes Nurſe; which, whether 
by a Frolick of Fortune, for ſome particular Diverſion 
of that Fickle Deity, or by meer common chance, it 
matters not ; caſually iutermixing it ſelf in this Subli- 
mer Amour, mult make up a part of our Hiſtory. 

It is not unknown to the World what Artful Ten- 
derneſs our Meſſalina has all along expreſt for that 
dear Infant, But indeed, *twas the ſubtleſt part ſhe 
had to play, and therefore it muſt be Acted to the

Her downright Country Intiocenice even to Clownifh- 
neſs and Ruſticiry, had ſomething in ir, rhar at this 
'time Caprtivated him more than all the Altlurements 
of Wit, Humour, Gayety, High-Blood, and Hrpher 
Pride. None cf all the Court Stars, in all rheir 
Glory, at preſent took up ſo much of his Thoughts as 
Madam Nurſe, Lafilla he fancies for a Miſs, and 
Lailla's Aﬀe&ion he muſt Vanquiſh if he can.

Berween theſe 
two Conſiderations with a ſudgain Preſence of Mind,

Sinners generally more harden'd,and more Ceuragicus 
at 4 Love Adventure, had already drawn allthe very 
Window Curtains of the Bed-Chamber cloſe. ro be as 
much Rerited as poſſibly ſhe could. —— Juft as the 
Queen was gotdowh the Back-Stairs, Enters the King 
by the other Stairs, and immediately wich all the haſte 
of an Invited Lover makes co the Cloſerz bur firding 
the Queen not there, and imagining ſhe might be in 
the Bed-Chamber, Trips as Nimbly thither. The 
Nurſe heating ſome body Walk crofs the Room of 
State, with that eaper pace that ſpoke him a Lover, 2s 
ſhe thought by his Tread , and nor doubrirg ny 
other, bur that her Dear Lord was come ; ina kind of 
a Panick Fear, fitting Perdue upon the Bed hchind 
the Curtains, and almoſt Trembling ro confider » har 
ſhe was going to do, not dering as ſhe thought' to 
Expoſe her Bluſhes to che Light, ( being the firtt rime 
of her cfending in that kind ) out of pure Modeſty 
puts out the Candle, The King juſt upon his Fn+ 
trarce into the ET, fatcying roching elſe 
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but Love cou'd put outthe Light, that ic's own might 
blaze the bolder, and conſequently the Gold:n Minure 
was now þ1s own, rakes his Iattant Approach co the 
Bed, and Graſping in his Arms his yeilding though 
miſtaken Sacrihce, and breaking out into a Rapture 
of —— My Lif:, my Soul, my Heaven, my Eteraity, 
with Two or Three more ſuch Pious and high flown 
Ejaculations, the uſual Devotion of Lovers, ( thoſe 
few ſhore Preliminaries ( to ſay Truth ) being-as much 
as che lircl* Patience of much Love cou'd diſpenſe with ) 
without ſtaying for on» Syllable of Reply from his 
Twining Miſtreſs, for indeed her Elevated Thoughts 
were to9 full for h:r Tongue co get Vent ;, beftdes 
ſhe had her Mouth fo ſweetly ſtopr, that ſhe wanted 
Power as well 25 Leiſare for talking; Polydorius with- 
out farrher Ceremony immediately Ruſhes into her 
Boſom, Launches into a Torrent of Bliſs, and Riors 
and Revels in unurterable Delight; for Meſſalina, 
his Angel AMfrſalinz, fill'd both his Aras and his Soul; 
ſo Potent 1s Imagination, that Deity-like, what ſh: 
Enjoys ſh2 Creates. The Raviſhing Dalliance ended, 
with no Love loſt on either ſide : For Monſoontur 
was as Divinely Charming to the Raviſhe Lattillz, 
as Mcſſiina could be to Paly41r4s, and the ver 
Grandeur of a Lord inher Arms, ( though otherwiſe 
perhaps no hearcer a Performer than her own honeſt 
Lime-Pir Clod Pare Drudge in Avian, ) had fo 
much ou:vycd the poorer larisfaftion of her Man of 
Clay and S:a- Cole, her Spouſe at home ; that in pure 
Graticude for the Honour as well as the Pleaſure ſh: 
had reccived, 'having not only recovered both breath

ayour

I hope you have no reaſon now, te think your poor 
LsC&tilla ſo hurd-hearted as you have ſonietimes told 
her ſhe was, for if ſuch Love as mine Lactilla ! 
- cries Polydorns {tarting up from the Bed, in a 
ſurpcize (o killing, that not the Ghoſts and Spectres 
of all the Chrittian Victims his own Edicts had ever 
doom'd, or his Booted Deciples executed ; nay, 
nor all his broken Leagues turn'd Goblins, could 
have Staggeri'd him more. At firſt in the heighth of 
Agony and bitterneſs of Soul, he rhought *rwas a 
Trick of Meſſaltna's ; that his high-flown Ambition 
of attempring the Queen of Alb:on's Virtue, had 
part her Pride and Scorn upon this Stratagem of pu- 
niſhing his Audacious Love by fo contemptible and 
deſpicable a Creature foyſter'd upon him : Such Dirr 
and Rubbiſh in the Arms of Polydorys | The Tran(- 
port of that thought, and his enra.« d Sentiments of 
ſo unpardonable an Aﬀront, could lardly with-hold 
him from drawing his Sword and Executing his Fury, 
( thongh never ſo uninanly ) on the hearc of that 
Sordid Engine and Tool, in this Infolent manner 
made uſe of, to abuſe him.

Well, Dear Lactilla, ſays Poly- 
dorus, I hope the Queen has ns Suſpicion of our kind- 
neſs The Queen ! ſuddenly reply*'d LaRila, 
Good Heaven forbid ! ſhould my Lady Meſlalina know 
what I have been doing, the more Naughty Man you, 
But what do you fear e Who, I, b'r Nurſ , «nd 
let the Queen know I Lay with a Man, and Spail'd 
the Princes Milk! Not for a Thouſand pound ! To be 
Burnt for Hereſfie, or Hang'd for High-Treaſon a- 
gainſt that little Princely Babe, would be the leaft I 


muſt look for in this os Land. No, my Dea; 
Lord, we poor Canntry F 


olks are not ſo dull neither ; 
how 
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how ſimple ſoever we may be in other matters, we have 
always Wit enough in our Loves : and if my Dear Lord 
can be kind to f6 Worthleſs a Thing as I am ; never 
fear Queens nor Empereſſes dijcoverimg of us : les me 
alone to take care of that, This Innocent Anſwer of 
Latilla's, ( excepting the Reſentments of fo Nauſe- 
ous a miſtake, and fo unhappy a diſappointment, 
which he could not yer ſo eafily, Conquer ) ſatisfied 
all the reft of Polzdorus difquiets ; for now he plainly 
found, thar the Nurſes mittaking him for the Lord 
Laforſe, had not onely diſpel'd all his firſt nngenerous 
Suſpicions of Meſſalina, ( a Thought, which how 
Momentary ſoever ir laſted, he conld now hardly for- 
give himſelf for ) by convincing him, that not only 
Fortune was the true and only Jilt that had put this 
Trick upon him ; but alſo by Vertne of his {till paſſing

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My Lord the King, why ſo faſt ? T hope the Face of 


Meſlalina has nothms ſo Terrible in at, as to fright 
you. The King, between Surprize and <ontuhon, 
( occafion'd by the fight of Meſſalina, and the freth 
Remembrance of his uufortunate Adventure with 
the Nurle, his own Conſciouſneſs of which, though 
unknown to the World behde, made him Redden 
With a Bluſhalmoſt Scarlet deep, though the growing 
Night partly conceal*'d the diſcovery of it ; ) what 
through the ſuddenneſs of this Encounter, and the 
perplexity of his Thoughts, being not well provided 
with words ro Anſwer her, was ſtudying for a Re- 
piy, when the Queen continued 3 *© Well, Polydorus, 
* I ſuppoſe you found but dull Entertainment above, by 
* your haſte in running away ; tho if the Expectation 
* of my Company had been worthy of one Minutes 
longer Diſpenſation, ane your patience fot quite Ex- 
hauſted, I had return'd to tell you, that the Receipt of 
an Expreſs from Lycogenes, brenght me by Count 
Davilah, drew me ſome Minutes mto the Garden. 
The Contents of which requiring ſome ſhort Confer- 
ence between vs, I took him down thither for it, leſt 
your expetted Viſit at that time, to a prying Fye, or a 
cenſuring Thought , might have afforded matter of 
Surmiſe to my diſadvantage. But that fear 15 now 
paſt, for I have given him ſuch a Diſpatch as may aſ- 
ſure Polydorus , thas Meſlalina cannot be guilty of 
forgeefulneſs This obliging Language of the 
(Queen, as it conld not but infinitely Charm the A- 

morous Polydorus, {o it could not but as much 

diſtrat him too. For to tell her, he had been in 

her Apartment, and fſtayd there for her nor full a 

Quarter of an hour, ( for indeed his whole Ingreſs,

fragrant Raviſhing Bed of Sweets; Alas, he wanted 
ſtrength ro Crop the Flower. At this accurſed 
Damn'd Defeat ( no Name too black, nor Thoughr 
too hideous for it } poor Polyderus fell down by her 
fide upon the Couch fo Abatht, and (o Confounded, 
that he could have witht all the Graves; that his own 
Sword efre Dige'd, to Swallow him 3 or ſome kind 
Mountain, high as the Cryes, if potfible, of all his 
own Marr+r'd Chriſtians Blood, to cover his ſhame. 
The Qucen her (elf no leſs Defeated, though not 
fo much Abaſht, (for in ſuch Caſes the Failure is ne- 
ver in their Sex) perceiving his Confuſion, threw her 
Arms abonr his Neck, and laid her Cheek fo cloſe 
to his, as if ſhe had reſolved to ſhew, thar ſhe either 
did nor, or would not fee his Diſorder ; a Behaviour, 
which carryed not only Endearment in it bur Policy 
too, For to triumph over Weakneſs,& jocque or cajole 
an unperforming Lover, as fone foolith reſenring 
Beauties 
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Beauties in ſuch diſappointment have done, has 
ſometimes been too well known, to their own loſs, 
to have given that intice Check even to much 
younger and abler Nerves, than Pohdorus, as has Inva- 
lidated a whole Afſignation: Whereas, on the con- 
trary , an Unconcern or Endearing Connivance at 
Frailty, has encouraged the Retreating Unſucceeding 
Aſfailant, to Rally again, come on, new Storm, and 
Conquer: Pohdorw in all this ſtaggering Shock, ex- 
cepting ſome Reſtleſs Starts and Flings, and now and 
then a Murmuring rougher ſort of Breathing betwixt 
a Sigh and a Groan, that ſpoke better for him, ut- 
tered not one Syilable ; his Rage being too big for 
Words, and his Shame, alas, too Odious to be Pal- 
liated with Eloquence, had he Recollection or Senſe 
enough about him to ſtudy for any. Meſſalina all 
this while, as a Cordial againſt a Pang fo violent, ge- 
nerolly plyed him with all the healing Balm that 
her kindett Kiſſes, Toying, Carefſes, and Embraces, 
could give him : till Pohdorws at length fo ſweeten'd, 
new warm'd, and enlivened again, by ſuch Languiſh- 
ing, Melting, but above all ( her brighteſt Attribute ) 
ſuch Forgiving Divinity, began to feel new Anima- 
ting Fires ; and to Retrieve his Honour, with a'l 
the Prowc(s of a Recovered Champion, he Renews 
the Aſſault once more. But the ſecond ſucceſs too like 
the firſt ; a meer thin Airy Flaſh and ineffectual Fire. 
At this laſt Defear he could hold no longer, but 
ſtarted from the Couch, and flew into that Storm 
and Rage, Madneſs and half Deſperation, that no 
Execrations againit himſelf, or Innovations againſt 
Heaven and Earth were too terrible for him : till the 
Queen Interpoſing —— Fe, Fye, my Lord, why all 
this Rage, th's Unmanly Rage Why do you thus 
unkindly play your own Tormenter ® Can Polydorus 
M 2 Execute 
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Execute before T Sentence > The Puniſhment's Unjuſt 
that comes before the Sin : and I know none — 
No Sin! Not Polydorus finn'd againit his Meſſalms, 
[ Interrupring her. ] Oh Injar'd Madam, Your Di- 
vine Innocence knows nor the Weight of my Accurſ- 
ed Guilt, a Load would tink a World, Oh that Vile, 
Black, Infernal, Damn'd, [ Cafting a Furious Eye 
towards the Bed-Chamber] and then rurnin; rowards 
the Queen.] Beaft, Monfter, Traytor as I am 
The Queen [ſtopping him. ] Nay, no more my Lord, 
Wrong not your ſelf with theſe pwr Reproaches ; 
what you Sou'd call your Crime, perhaps I've reaſon 
to eſteem your Glory ; perhaps you Love me too well, 
and that has been the cauſe. Deſire ſometimes haz been 
foil'd even by Defire ; and Loving bawkid by Love. 
Alas, my Lord, there are Heavens even above Hea- 
wen, and it may be your Extaſie has rape you obove 

your Paradice And to recall your Peace, I am con- 
gent tc be ſo Vain, to think my Charms have bad that 

Power. Oh Royal Excellence ( replyed Polydorws ) 
[ Aſtoniſh'd ar (o Amazing a Kindneſs. ] Tou are /o 
Dzvinely good, that to lay hold of ſuch Tranſcendent 
Grace to fave me, without Deſert, would but double 
my Damnation. Ar which he began ro- launch our 
into ſuch bitter Reviling and Railing againſt him- 
ſelf, that the Queen not knowing their true Cauſe, 
began to think of a new Style to recover his Reaſon, 
and therefore was reſolved to Rally him into his right 
Wits again. Well Sir, If thy won't ſatisfic you, per- 
haps I have 4 new Diſcovery will anſwer all. T have 
either Heard or Read ſomewhers ( no matter which ) 
[ Smilingly] of Enchantments uſed in this caſe. Tis 
not the firſt time, that Malice, and the Malice of a 
Woman too ( for ſuch they ſay there are in the World ) 

bas mide uſe ' of Spells to defeax the ExpeFtation 
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of Lovers; and the tying 'f a Magical Knot ( as ſeme 
ſuch prattice, you knew not, may have been ned upon 
you ) and the Wicthcraft of I!!-Tongue have ſome= 
times had that ſtrange Power. Bewncht by an 1i!- 
Tongue, Madam ! ( replyed Pohdorus ) Ob Madam! 
[ Sighing ] There went more then all I!k-Tongues ( Con- 
found the Enchanteſs ) #0 the Bewitching of me. Ty- 
ing of Knots roo fay you? A Plague of the Knots I 
Te! Oh that Sprightful , Confounded Witch, Hag, 
Forcereſs, Beaſt, Bawd, My he had almott 
faid La#illa } beef, Bawd, Strumpst ! When Meſſa- 
lina Interrupring bim, What Beaſt, Bawd ? Fortune 
Madam, Fortune, ( RecolleCting himſelf ) chat File, 
that Cheat, that Harlot, thas Impudent Harlat, For- 
tune, ehe ſpight of my Stars, and the Malice of the 
Gods, that envjyed my Immortal Happineſs, and in 
downright Gall, rank, Gall, Hemlock, Wormwood, 
Poiſon, have ranſake Hell, and Muſter d all the Imps 
of Lucifer to rob me of my Bliſs. 

The Harange had went on, had not Fornacos Ap- 
proach, a nimble Forerunner betore the reit of the 
Zealots returned from their Devotion, giving them 
warning to retreat from the Cloſler, 
and the King to prepare himlelt for A neceſſary 
the appearance of -a more ipdifte- precaution often 
rent Viſitor, which with much ado wanted by Meſ- 
he endeavour'd; though the con- falina. 
oernment in his Face was nor ecafily 
materable. The Court beginning to fill ſoon after, 
Meſſalina produced, and Read her Expreſſes, im- 
porting the Landing of her Lycogenes in one of the 
Ports of Gothland, a piece of News not ungrateful to 
the whole Company, fince it brought them the Ex- 
pectation of the ſpeedy Honour of fo Royal a Gueſt

Some Days after Lycogenes arrives, neither unlookt 
for, neirher welcome ; for they knew he came to 
them like a Gameſter at an Ordinary, that had loſt 
all his Money, and came for a new Recruit, By my 
Soul, our Lycogenes, I have had ill Luck ; but V1 
Play t'other Game for't. 'Tis ill venturing upon a 
Loofers Hand quoth Polydorus. Sir, quoth Lycogenes, 
Lend me but t'other Threeſcore Touſand Pounds, 
and you ſhall have all Ireland for it, Sir, (aid he, 
then proceeding, Remember the Proverb, He that 
England meaxs to win, with Ireland muſt begin. That 
is a Proverb I have often heard, quoth Polydorus ; 
but if I Lend you this Threeſcore T houſand Pounds, 
I'll have all Ireland to my elf, I'll ſend Officers of 
my own to take Charge of all the Imployments in 
that Kingdom 3; you ſhall have nothing to do there. 
Not I by my Soul, quoth Lycogenes, I will have ro-, 
thing to de there ; Ile only be your Deputy rhere, 
Fle receive the Sword from Tyrconnel in your Name 
and Execute your Commands by your Authority. . 

Theſe Conditions being Sign'd and Sealed between 


"S Polydorus and Lycogenes, Men and Money were pro- 


vided with all the ſpeed imaginable. For Meſſalins 
was ſoon weary of his Cold Embraces ; having by 
this time a fair Cover for whatever ſhould after hap- 


pea, ſhould ſhe really chance to be Ingen 
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And therefore being 63 at the Colloque between 
her Husband Lycogenes and her Champion Polydorws; 
She at the ſame time tipt the wink upon Poydorw, 
and pointed ro the middle of her Placket ; which fe 
inflam'd Polydorw, that he was as ready ro Condeſ- 
cend to Lycogenes , as Lycogenes was to Demand of 
him: 
During theſe Tranſactions of a higher Nature, and 
a deep Inirigue between the two Monarchs and the 
Monarcheſs. La Force plyd his buſineſs with Latil- 
la. 'Tis true La Force had brought her to his Bow, 
but the Contummation of Pleature being interrupted, 
as you have already heard 3 that interruption 
brought Lattillia to bethink her ſelf, For, not to 
conceal the Truth, La8lla, honeſt Latii/la, Nurſe 
in Ordinary to the Gallick Prince, the trom whom 
the Sovereign Swayer of the Britzſſ Scepter was to 
ſack his Maſculine Inclinations, had been dabling al- 
ready. Which made her out of a Scruple of Com 
ſcience begin to contrive, which way ſhe ſhould put 
off La Force, For, Lord quoth ſhe, muit I Adul- 
terate the Milk that Suckles the Monarch of Three 
Kingdoms, So that when La Force came to Reite- 
rate his Addrefles to her, ſhe dealt with him like a 
plain good honeſt Country Nurſe, and told him, that 
ſhe had placed her Aﬀections betore upon a certain 
Souldier in the Life-Guard of Lycogenes ( for thoſe 
{ort of Cattel will be always endeavouring to get be- 
tween the Thighs of your Court Lawndry. Women 
and Nurſes, to Eek out their Preferment ) who had 
overcome her ; and that by him ſhe was Young 
with Child : And truly her Pains were fo extraordi- 
nary, that being afraid ſomething more then ordina= 
ry would come of-it , ſhe was reſolv'd to prepare 
her ſelf for Repentance, La Force who had-an Eye 
that could pierce through a Mill-ttone, preſently ap- 
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prehended what La://a would beat, which was en- 
hancing the Price ; and therefore pretending to be a 
Doctor ;3 On Madam quorh he, I underitand the rea- 
ſon of your extraordicary Pains: The Gentleman 
who the iait time had your laſt Favours, left his 
work unfinith'd ; ſo that whar you carry in the 
Womb, muit want either an Aim, or a Ley, or a 
Thigh ; and then if it come forth ſo imperfect, it 
will be the cauſe of great Tronble and Afﬀiction to 
you. But for thar, be of good Comfort, give bur 
me the liberty, and I will make all things well and 
perfect, and your Travel ſhall be as Eafie as the 
flipping of a Cherry-Stone from between your 
Thuwb and Fore-finger. La Force made this ſo 
demonſtrable by Dent of Argument to La#il/a, that 
for future Convenience-ſake the condeſcended to 
whatever he could defire. 

While Laforce lay thus at Rack and Manger with 
his dear La8:la, Polydorus chafhng for his lait miſ+ 
fortune, long'd for a (econd Tiyal of his Abilities, 
But the preſence of Lycogenes was a new rub in his way. 
Twas therefore thought convenient to march him off 
with all the (peed that poſſible mighr be ; nor was 
Meſſalina le(s defirons to be rid of him, as one whoſe 
Reign over her Aﬀections was now as mnch at an end, 
as his Reign over the hearts of his People. Polydorns 
therefore ſends for Lycopenes, and having agreed upon 
Conditions, haſtens him away into Hibernia, with 
permiſſion to retain the Title of Lycogenesthe Second 
King of Hibernia, bur to deliver the real Poſſeſſion 
of the Kingdom to Polydorus, and the Command of 
all his Son!diers and Forces to ſuch Officers and Com- 
manders, as he had orderd to accompany 
him 

$o ſoon as Lycogenes was departed, Polydorus profe- 
cutes his Amour with great heat z nor was Meſſalina 
who 
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who had alrealy ſrrrender'd np her Fort, leſsdiligent 
to afford Pelydirus all the Oppertunities that could be 
with CircumſpeCtion and Caution omitted : She was 
mainly defirous of a Ptince to be Born of her Body; 
by which means the might bequeath perpetual vex=- 
ation to the Chriitians: And to that purpoſe ſhe 
thought that now ſhe had both change of Air and 
variety of Perſons, the could nor fail; and as for the 
Legality of it, ſhe never minded that, fince the 
could have Abſolurion when ſhe pleaſed. 

Palydorus theretore theretore ſends her an Invitation 
to his Country Palace of Ferſel/ars, and appoints her 
an Apartment not far from his own, with ſo many 
private avenues to it, that it was impotſible one would 
have thought to have made the leaſt diſcovery of 
their private Congrefles. 

Under the Covert of this Retirement, Polydorus 
had ſeveral Opportuniries to enjoy the Carrefies of his 
endearing Meſſalina ; while ſhe on the one fide la- 
bour'd for Pregnancie, and he on the other endea- 
voured to recover the Reputation he had loſt in his 
firſt Venereal Attempts : Nothing could out-vie the 
Dalliances of theſe two Royal Lovers, unle(s the efforts 
of Yourhful Clepatra, ro pleaſe her Mark Anthony, 
or the Gallantrics of Mark Anthony, to gratifie his 
adored Cleopatra. Moreover, Meſſalina thought that 
if now ſhe thould prove with Child, the World would 
be the ſooner Convinc*d of rhe Truth of her being 
Deliver*d of rhe Prince of the Cambre Britans; which 
made her more eager to devote her ſelf to the (ariſ- 
faction of her Polydorus: However Love had only 
a Deſign to exert his power, and would not admit 
Lucina to come in for a ſhare, in bleſſing the ftrong 
Endeavoursof the Amorous Pair with efectual Suc- 
ceſs : Tis true Fame did her part and ſpread abroad 
2 rumour over all Goth/andand Albion, that Mc{ſaline 


left to Time to make out the truth of it. 

By this time Cupid, who ſcea'd to {tudy nothing 
more then to enlarge the Conqueits of Meſſalina's 
Charming Eyes , had ſmitten the Heart of Young 
Delphinus, only Son of Polydorus, who began to be 
no leſs Enamour'd of the Bewirching Meſ/a/ma then 
his Father. *Tis true he knew nothing of certainty 
of what paſs'd every Day between his Father and her. 
For now it being known that Lycogenes was gone of 
Polydorus's Errand, it was eafie to teign pretences of 
Frequent Conſultations with Meſſa/ina 3 but as the 
Actions of Princes will be pry d into, in ſpight of 
Fate, Deſphinus had ſome Inkling of the Intrigye, 
And indeed the more then ordinary Credulity and 
Obſequiouſnes of Polydorus to an Exild Princeſs, 
could not chooſe but Enhance her Suſpition, How- 
ever Love iz ſuch a Tyrant, that what he will, he will 
have done. The Young Delphinus is enflam'd, and 
tho' he were pretty (ſure, that in giving way to his 
Paſſion, he muſt be his Father's Rival, and Fiſh in 
the ſame Stream with his own Parent, yet his Ardour 
was ſo Violent, that thoſe Conſiderations could not 
with-hold him, nor ftem the violent Current of his 
Aﬀection : So that he never came into Meſſalina's 
Company but his Amorous Looks betray'd the Paſ- 
fion of his Heart 3 fo eafily diſcernable, that Me/[a- 
lina could not perceive the double Conqueſt ſhe had 
made both of the Father and the Son. But Me{als- 
n4 who had Abandon'd her felf over to the Father, 
made the PunGctillio of Honour fo much her preſent 
Excuſe for not condeſcending to the Son's Addrefles, 
thar ſhe ſtill pur him off wich fair Complemeuts, to 
that all his Efforts prov'd ineffectual, 
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was with Child, and ſoit holds ; but as to that, it is 
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
